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FROM  THE  PRESIDENT'S  DESK 


Last  month  we  were  rather  surprised 
when  a  visitor  to  the  campus — a  man 
well  informed  on  collegiate  affairs — 
referred  to  the  Lasell  Library  as  "the 
finest  in  any  junior  college  in  America." 

Not  even  we  have  been  making  that 
claim,  but  once  having  heard  it,  we 
began  to  compare  ourselves  with  other 
institutions,  and  decided  it  may  well 
be  true.  The  Lasell  Library  now 
includes  more  than  40,000  volumes, 
subscribes  to  more  than  200  periodi- 
cals, and  is  housed  in  a  thoroughly 
modern,  comfortable,  spacious  new 
building.  Those  of  you  who  have  not 
seen  it,  will,  I  hope,  soon  have  occasion 
to  do  so. 

Also  last  month,  and  quite  by  coin- 
cidence, the  Lasell  Library  was 
featured  in  a  full-color,  double-page, 
centerfold  spread  in  a  monthly  maga- 
zine called  College  &  University 
Business.  Actually  this  was  an  ad 
taken  by  Andersen  Windowalls,  which 
is  proud  of  being  a  part  of  our  Library. 
It  is  the  first  time  we  have  ever  been 
part  of  a  centerfold  treatment,  and  we 
were  much  impressed. 


All  of  which  is  by  the  way  of  intro- 
duction to  a  new  curriculum  we  will  be 
offering  next  year — Library  Technol- 
ogy. This  will  be  a  two-year  program 
leading  to  an  Associate  in  Science    ' 
degree  and  will  prepare  a  graduate  to 
become  a  Library  Technical  Assistant 
— a  job  much  in  demand  in  many  of 
our  nation's  libraries. 

Any  student  interested  in  working 
with  both  books  and  people,  who  has 
an  aptitude  for  detail,  and  wishes  to 
become  a  Technical  Assistant  after 
two  years  of  college,  may  well  find  this 
is  the  program  for  her. 

Each  year  those  enrolled  may  work 
six  to  ten  hours  a  week  in  the  Lasell 
Library  as  paid  assistants.  Field  trips 
to  a  variety  of  libraries  in  the  area  will 
be  included. 

Library  majors  may  elect  to  con- 
centrate, if  desired,  on  specialized 
types  of  libraries — law  libraries,  medi- 
cal libraries,  or  children's  literature. 
In  this  case,  they  should  choose  their 
elective  courses  accordingly,  for 
example,  business  law  or  child  study 
courses. 

To  me,  Library  Technology  sounds 
like  a  valuable  addition  to  our  course 
offerings,  and  I  hope  many  students 
respond. 

I  will  try  to  give  you  further  reports 
as  time  goes  on.

1 971  Campaigns— American  Government  Field  Programs 


Prior  to  last  November's  elections  Mrs. 
Sheila  Decter's  students  in  the  American 
Government  class  had  the  chance  to  wet 
their  feet  in  the  bathtub  of  campaign 
politics.  As  a  field  project  the  students 
selected  a  candidate  and  then  proceeded 
to  involve  themselves  in  their  campaigns. 
In  this  way  the  student  was  able  to  experi- 
ence first  hand  the  complexities  and  the 
excitement  of  a  campaign  for  elective 
office. 

Some  of  the  students  chose  to  follow 
the  Kevin  White-Louise  Day  Hicks  race  for 
Mayor  of  Boston,  some  students  concen- 
trated on  the  hotly  contested  Boston 
School  Committee  race,  while  still  other 
students  zeroed  in  on  the  "hometown" 
issues  and  involved  themselves  in  the  four 
man  contest  for  Mayor  of  Newton. 


Bi-partisan  vs.  ethnic 

The  students  attended  Candidate's 
Nights  sponsored  by  the  local  League  of 
Women  Voters  where  they  had  the  chance 
to  evaluate  the  issues  and  compare  cam- 
paign oratory.  They  had  the  opportunity 
to  be  exposed  to  bi-partisan  races  (in 
Newton  and  in  Boston)  vs.  the  kind  of 
campaigns  where  party  lines  are  finely 
drawn.  Some  students  followed  the  can- 
didates on  the  traditional  handshaking 
tours  and  attend  election  evening  rallies 
in  Boston's  North  End — long  a  stronghold 
of  ethnic  politics.  They  heard  it  all,  from 
the  soft-peddling  to  the  backtracking  to 
the  furor  of  the  final  pitch. 

Students  Were  Active  Workers 

The  sudents  also  took  an  active  part  in 
the  working  end  of  politics.  They  worked 
at  candidates  headquarters  and  worked 


the  polls  on  election  day.  They  had  the 
chance  to  examine  campaign  strategy, 
watch  the  many  people  directly  involved 
in  running  a  campaign  and  were  exposed 
to  the  elements  of  the  vast  financial  ex- 
penditures necessary  for  an  electoral 
battle.  After  the  last  volley  had  been  fired 
and  the  last  polling  place  had  closed,  the 
students  then  visited  the  "victory"  head- 
quarters of  the  candidates,  viewed  the 
procedures  of  vote  counting,  the  tote- 
boards  with  their  precinct  totals,  early 
trends  and  projected  winners. 

In  view  of  the  presidential  elections 
coming  up  next  November,  this  program 
will  be  repeated  and  enlarged  upon  next 
fall.  With  the  advent  of  the  18  year  old 
vote  it  is  felt  that  this  type  of  field  study 
program  could  be  a  valuable  introduction, 
above  and  beyond  the  textbook,  to  the 
mysteries  of  the  political  battlefield.

Both  Christina  and  Johanna  are  now 
stewardesses  with  American  Airlines.  .  .  . 
Hannah  King,  a  senior  from  Gambia,  West 
Africa,  was  quite  overwhelmed  in  Decem- 
ber when  she  was  presented  with  $500 
raised  by  an  impromptu  student  com- 
mittee to  allow  her  to  fly  home  for  Christ- 
mas. Hannah,  who  hadn't  been  home  for 
some  time,  at  first  tried  to  refuse,  but 
later  accepted  in  a  flood  of  tears.  .  .  . 
With  Italian  posters  on  the  walls,  Chianti 
bottles  (empty)  decorating  each  table,  and 
a  strolling  accordionist  wandering  from 


table  to  table  singing  Neapolitan  arias,  an 
Italian  banquet  put  on  last  month  by 
Dietician  Listie  Smith  and  her  kitchen 
crew  was  a  tremendous  success.  The 
menu:  Carne  di  Vitello  alia  Parmigiana, 
Manicotti  ripieni  con  Salsa,  Conchiglie 
con  Salsa,  Casseruola  di  Zucchini,  In- 
salata  Caesar,  Pane  Italiano,  Forma  Intera 
di  Formaggio,  and  Spumoni.  The  event 
was  so  popular  it  may  be  repeated  each 
month  with  a  different  country  featured 
each  time.  .  .  .  Late  in  the  fall  we  learned 
that  Dean  of  Students,  Dee  Pifer,  was 
asked  to  serve  on  the  Advisory  Committee 
of  The  Higher  Education  program,  one 
Component  of  the  Boston  Model  Cities 
Program.  An  honor  for  Dean  Pifer — and 
for  Lasell.  .  .  .  Twice  a  year,  winter  and

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Parietals:  Number  One  Student  Issue 


"Parietal,"  says  the  dictionary,  is  from  the 
Latin  pries,  parietem,  meaning  wall,  partition, 
a  part  of  a  structure  enclosing  a  cavity. 

From  this  original  usage  the  word  has  come 
a  long  way  to  its  present  meaning  of  boys  in 
girls'  rooms  but  this  is  what  it  means  at  Lasell. 
It  has  also  become  the  Number  One  student 
issue  on  the  Lasell  campus  this  year.  An 
organized,  determined  student  group  is  now 
pressing  for  23-hour-per-day  male  visiting  priv- 
ileges in  individual  dormitory  rooms  beginning, 
if  possible,  immediately. 

Last  November  3,  at  2  o'clock  in  the  morn- 
ing, some  300  students  gathered  outside  the 
homes  of  President  Greene  and  Dean  of  Stu- 
dents Dee  Pifer  to  demand  that  the  subject  be 
discussed  then  and  there.  Only  after  an  hour 
of  demonstration  did  they  agree  to  disperse  in 
favor  of  an  all-college  luncheon  discussion  on 
the  subject  later  that  day. 

At  the  luncheon  President  Greene  repeated 
what  he  told  all  parents  and  students  by  letter 
the  previous  August — that  the  23-hour  parietal 
request  had  come  up  last  year,  that  Lasell's 
Administrative  Committee  had  considered  it  at 
length  but  had  decided  the  change  was  not 
possible.  Lasell  would  continue  the  previous 
pattern  of  male  visiting  privileges  in  dormitory 
rooms  four  evenings  a  week:  Wednesdays  and 
Sundays  until  midnight,  Fridays  and  Saturdays 
until  2  a.m. 

The  problems,  he  said,  was  not  primarily  one 
of  morals,  but  one  of  safety  and  consideration 
for  other  students.  With  19  dormitories  scat- 
tered around  a  60-acre  campus,  and  with  very 
few  single  rooms  available,  Lasell  was  simply 
not  set  up  for  23-hour  parietals. 

Student  leadership  now  regards  the  Novem- 
ber demonstration  as  a  mistake — an  "imma- 
ture approach"  as  one  of  them  called  it. 
Students  have  conceded  nothing,  however,  in 
determination.  Ever  since  November  a  nine- 
student  Parietal  Committee  has  been  busy 
polling  student  opinion,  collecting  information 
on  how  other  colleges  are  handling  the  prob- 
lem, and  keeping  the  issue  alive.  They  obvi- 
ously do  not  regard  as  final  either  Dr.  Greene's 
statement  nor  the  position  of  the  Administra- 
tive Committee. 


According  to  the  present  timetable,  the  stu- 
dent committee  is  hoping  to  make  definite  pro- 
posals in  February  to  the  college,  including 
attempts  to  provide  specific  answers  to  such 
questions  as: 

If  young  men  are  allowed  access  to  dorm- 
itory halls  virtually  on  a  round-the-clock  basis, 
how  do  you  keep  out  the  young  men  no  one 
has  invited? 

What  do  you  do  about  roommates,  particu- 
larly in  a  continuing  relationship? 

What  about  those  students  who  want  no 
part  of  23-hour  parietals,  even  if  they  turn  out 
to  be  a  small  minority?  Will  they  have  to  move 
into  special  dormitories  to  avoid  meeting  males 
in  halls  and  washrooms? 

When  formulated,  student  proposals  will  be 
considered  again  by  the  Administrative  Com- 
mittee, which  will  then  add  its  own  recommen- 
dations. Ultimately  however,  because  of  the 
controversial  nature  of  the  whole  subject,  and 
because  it  involves  the  college's  implied  con- 
tracts with  parents,  the  matter  will  probably 
have  to  be  referred  to  the  Board  of  Trustees. 

In  other  words,  the  issue  may  well  remain 
unresolved  for  the  remainder  of  the  college 
year,  despite  student  requests  for  immediate 
relaxation  of  the  rules. 

Meanwhile  at  least  one  aspect  of  the  student 
position  was  unclear  to  college  authorities — 
why  23  hours?  Why  not  24?  Most  students  give 
the  same  answer  when  queried  on  this  point: 
the  one  hour  recess  is  to  insure  compliance 
with  a  state  law  which  would  regard  24-hour 
parietals  as  "co-habitation"  and  therefore 
illegal. 

A  check  with  three  attorneys,  however,  in- 
cluding the  Clerk  of  the  Newton  District  Court, 
failed  to  reveal  any  such  law.  Massachusetts 
still  carries  an  old  statute  on  its  books — now 
rarely  invoked — that  regards  any  unmarried 
sex  as  a  felony,  punishable  by  up  to  three 
years  in  prison.  The  law  makes  no  distinction, 
however,  between  any  particular  hours  of  the 
24. 

From  a  legal  point  of  view,  therefore,  there 
is  no  restriction  whatever  on  the  length  of  time 
visiting  privileges,  as  such,  can  be  extended. 
Illegality  may  or  may  not  become  a  factor, 
depending  on  what  goes  on,  but  in  neither  case 
is  the  24th  hour  involved. 


In  the  student  poll,  in  response  to  the  state- 
ment, "We  should  have  23-hour  parietals  every 
day,"  294  agreed;  184  disagreed;  77  were  un- 
certain. This  was  a  response  of  555  out  of  a 
total  resident  population  of  about  600.  Day 
students  were  not  included  in  the  poll. 

On  the  statement,  "The  present  parietal 
hours  should  remain  unchanged,"  only  22 
agreed,  26  had  no  opinion;  545  disagreed. 

Another  vote  was  equally  lopsided.  In  re- 
sponse to  the  statement,  "Only  girls  with 
single  rooms  should  have  the  privilege  of  23- 
hour  parietals,"  11  agreed,  10  weren't  sure  and 
528  disagreed. 

The  student  opinion  poll  was  cited  in  a 
letter  sent  home  to  all  parents  in  January  by 
the  Parietal  Committee  in  which  all  parents 
were  asked  to  discuss  the  matter  with  their 
daughters  during  the  semester  break.  If  any 
had  suggestions  or  questions  their  daughter 
couldn't  answer,  they  were  urged  to  get  in 
touch  with  the  committee  itself. 

At  Lasell,  the  primary  point  of  contact  be- 
tween students  and  administration  is  Miss  Dee 
Pifer,  Dean  of  Students,  who  is  perhaps  more 
aware  than  most  just  how  inflamatory  the 
subject  can  become,  especially  between  differ- 
ent age  levels. 

Most  students,  she  feels,  even  the  crusaders, 
see  the  question  as  more  of  an  abstract  issue 
than  an  individual  determination  to  have  a  boy 
in  the  room  until  daylight.  Young  women  19 
or  20  years  old  today  feel  strongly  they  have 
both  the  maturity  and  the  right  to  make  their 
own  decisions  as  regards  personal  conduct. 

While  acknowledging  this  to  be  the  central 
issue  of  the  parietal  demand,  Dean  Pifer  also 
believes  a  possible  approach  might  be  to  pay 
more  attention  to  students'  social  needs. 

"Girls  often  complain  there  is  not  enough  to 
do  on  campus,  especially  on  weekends,"  she 
points  out.  "While  I  don't  think  increased  pari- 
etals are  necessarily  the  answer  to  that  prob- 
lem, I  do  believe  the  whole  subject  could  be 
de-emphasized  by  planning  more  social  events 
at  the  college  which  would  be  open  to  girls 
and  their  dates." 

Such  a  program,  she  believes,  would  be 
valuable  no  matter  what  the  outcome  of  the 
parietal  issue,  and  she  hopes  to  make  a  start 
on  it  as  soon  as  possible.

LSNA:  NINE  YEARS  OF  HELP 
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Late  in  the  year  1962  the  Lasell  Student  Nurse 
Association  applied  to  Foster  Parents  Plan,  Inc.  for  a 
foster  child.  They  felt  that  through  their  organization 
they  could  help  someone  less  fortunate  than  they — 
while  giving  themselves  a  tangible  project  that  they 
could  sustain  over  a  period  of  time.  In  January  of  1963 
the  LSNA  was  assigned  Foster  Child  HK-1276.  For  the 
past  nine  years  over  300  foster  mothers  have  shared  a 
great  part  of  the  life  of  Kar  Yu,  a  Hong  Kong  child. 


For  a  monthly  grant  of  $16  the  LSNA  guaranteed 
Kar  Yu  schooling,  medical  aid,  food  and  clothing — and 
the  feeling  that  people  cared.  Through  payment  of 
association  dues,  annual  bazaars,  car  washes  and  cake 
sales  the  Lasell  nurses  have  raised  the  money  to  send 
Kar  Yu  every  month.  On  special  occasions  like 
Christmas,  Easter  and  birthdays  the  nurses  would  send 
gift  packages  to  Kar  Yu  and  his  family,  but  this  had  to 
be  stopped — at  the  request  of  Plan — due  to  problems 
of  pilfering  and  disappearance.  Now  extra  money  is 
sent  at  these  special  times  but  the  nurses  can  specify 
what  they  would  like  to  have  purchased  with  these  extra 
funds. 
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At  the  time  of  his  "adoption"  Kar  Yu  was  an  eight 
year  old  second  grader.  He  is  one  of  four  children  born 
to  a  humble  and  impoverished  Chinese  couple  who 
were  striving  to  give  their  children  an  education  and  a 
better  chance  in  life  than  they  had.  Kar  Yu's  father 
had  fled  the  Communists  in  mainland  China  and  made 
his  living  by  working  as  a  coolie  on  the  docks.  His 
mother  helped  her  family  by  doing  laundry.  Their 
family  income  ran  to  about  $20  a  month.

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Every  month  letters  are  exchanged  between  Kar  Yu 
and  his  foster  mothers.  His  letters  to  the  LSNA  tell 
about  his  schooling,  what  sports  activities  he  partici- 
pates in — and  often  he  gives  information  regarding 
I  his  health  and  the  health  of  his  family.  His  are  newsy 
letters  telling  about  the  weather  in  Hong  Kong  and 
speak  about  special  holidays  that  he  and  his  family 
have  celebrated.  Kar  Yu's  letters  reflect  pride  in  his 
accomplishments,  but  also  reflect  his  desire  to  always 
do  better.  "I  want  to  do  well  for  my  foster  mothers  so 
they  will  be  proud  of  me."  For  many  years  the  monthly 
letters  from  Kar  Yu  were  written  for  him  by  his  father 
(in  Chinese  and  then  translated  by  a  case  worker)  but 
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now  Kar  Yu  writes  for  himself — and  has  done  so  in 
both  Chinese  and  Engish.  The  Plan  case  worker  also 
sends  periodic  reports  on  the  adopted  child — giving  the 
foster  parents  full  reports  on  the  child's  health,  his 
progress  in  school  and  any  other  information  pertinent 
to  the  child  and  his  well-being.  In  this  way  the  LSNA 
has  been  able  to  closely  follow  Kar  Yu's  progress. 
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Kar  Yu  is  now  approaching  the  age  when  he  will  be 
dropped  from  the  Foster  Parents  Plan  (this  is  done 
automatically  at  the  age  of  18) — but  the  LSNA  has  the 
satisfaction  of  knowing  that  their  unfailing  enthusiasm, 
continued  help  and  genuine  interest  have  made  the 
world  a  better  place  for  one  Chinese  boy  and  have 
helped  him  toward  a  brighter  future.

A  "death-mask"  of  Fredericton- 
born  poet  Bliss  Carman  was  pre- 
sented in  October  to  the  University 
of  New  Brunswick  by  the  New  Eng- 
land Poetry  Club.  Carman,  a  graduate 
in  English  literature  from  UNB,  and 
Alumni  Orator  in  1923,  died  in  New 
Canaan,  Conn.,  on  June  8,  1929. 

Dorothy  Burnham  Eaton,  represent- 
ing the  New  England  Poetry  Club, 
adds  a  personal  note  to  the  presenta- 
tion and  pre-presentation:  "The 
death  mask  of  Bliss  Carman  has 
found  its  proper  place  among  the 
memorabilia  at  the  University  of  New 
Brunswick.  Rodney  and  I,  entering 
Canada  through  Calais,  Maine,  gave 
the  Canadian  Customs  a  break  in  the 
monotony  of  the  day.  After  an  hour 
of  questioning  and  telephone  con- 
ferences, they  allowed  us  entry  duty 
free  according  to  T.I.  69515-1'.  They 
had  never  been  confronted  by  a 
death  mask  before,  and  we  couldn't 
give  them  an  asking  price  on  the 
value  of  Bliss.  We  were  graciously 
received  at  Fredericton,  and  enter- 
tained at  dinner  at  the  Lord  Beaver- 
brook  Hotel  with  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Fred 
Cogswell.  The  presentation  took 
place  the  following  morning,  October 
21,    in    the    University    Library.    The

BEQUEST:  ADA  PATTERSON  15 


Ada  Frances  Patterson 


Miss  Ada  Frances  Patterson  '15,  who  died  last 
November  17  at  her  home  in  Ashland,  Ohio,  left  an 
estimated  $90,000  for  Lasell's  Building  Fund,  it  was 
learned  last  month. 


The  bequest  will  undoubtedly  be  used,  according  to 
President  Greene,  if  not  for  the  new  dormitory  to  be 
built  this  summer,  then  for  another  facility  now  in  the 
planning  stages — perhaps  for  a  new  Student  Center 
badly  needed  to  replace  the  Barn. 

"Whatever  its  use,"  he  commented,  "I  hope  Miss 
Patterson's  name  can  be  identified  with  it  in  some  way. 
In  my  view,  this  is  philanthropy  in  its  highest  form.  Miss 
Patterson  apparently  enjoyed  and  valued  her  years  at 
Lasell,  and  is  now  helping  new  generations  of  Lasell 
students  to  enjoy  their  college  years.  All  future  classes 
will  share  in  her  generosity." 

After  Lasell,  Miss  Patterson  graduated  from  Ashland 
College,  in  her  own  home  town,  which  received  a 
similar  bequest.  Other  gifts  included  $55,000  to  the 
Ashland  Hospital  Association,  $27,500  to  the  first 
Presbyterian  Church,  and  $1,000  to  the  American 
Diabetes  Association. 

The  bequest  brings  to  about  $1  million  the  amount 
received  by  Lasell  during  the  year  through  settlement 
of  four  separate  estates. 

"This  is  a  gratifying  record,"  Dr.  Greene  added. 
"Many  of  our  alumnae  are  hesitant  to  make  major  gifts 
during  the  lifetime  because  they  feel  they  cannot  give 
up  the  income.  A  bequest,  or  other  means  of  deferred 
giving,  is  an  excellent  way  of  resolving  that  problem.  It 
makes  possible  a  living  memorial  that  will  continue 
indefinitely  after  death  to  serve  the  cause  of  education."
